Jobless Rate At 
Two-Year Peak 


WASHINGTON fAP> - Tlie 
nation’s jobless rate rose to 4.3 
per cent last month, the high­ 
est point in two years, the La- 
lior Department said Tuesday. 


Commissioner Arthur M. Ross 
of the Bureau of Labor Statis­ 
tics declined to say whether the 
rise 
in 
unemploymet indicat­ 
ed an economic lag. but he said 
a smaller-than-usual increase in 
employment and a slight drop 
in the average work week in Oc­ 
tober “were certainly disap­ 
pointing.” 


The unemployment rate was 
up two-tenth of one per cent 
from September and up five- 
tenth from August for the big­ 
gest two-month rise in seven 
year.s. 


Gas Leak Keeps 150 From Homes 


NEW HAVEN (AP) — A few 
evacuated families were per­ 
mitted to move back to their 
homes on the fringe of a seven- 
square-mile area in eastern Ma­ 
comb County Tuesday night, as 
engineers battled to plug up a 
recently drilled well leaking po­ 
tentially explosive gas. 


About 150 persons were evacu­ 
ated Monday after gas was 
found bubbling to the surface 
in five places around the na­ 
tural gas well. 


Engineers for the Michigan 
Consolidated Gas Co. said the 
gas probably has been leaking 
thi-ough shale deposits 500 feet 
below the surface, and is rising 
to the surface through oil wells 


di'illed around the turn of the 
century. 


The company workers are try­ 
ing to halt the leakage by forc­ 
ing heavy drilling mud into the 
well, but if the method fails as 
of Wednesday, officials said, 
troubleshooters with specialized 
equipment will be cailled in. 


None of the evacuated fami­ 
lies will be allowed to move 
back into the central part of 
the area until the leakage is 
stopped, company officials said. 


Tlie gas started escaping to 
the surface when a coral reef 
from an ancient sea was struck 
2,900 feet below the surface 
about a week ago 


in their efforts to block the 
escaping gas by a subterranean 
river, 1,150 feet below the sur­ 
face, which washes the drilling 
mud away as fast as it can be 
pumped into the well. 


It was hoped tiie mud—actual­ 
ly a heavy mixture of cello­ 
phane, old newspap«*s, cotton 
seed hulls, dirt and water— 
would act as a sealant and al­ 
so would overcome the 1,200 - 
pound-per square inch pressure, 
forcing the gas back down the 
well. 


Most of the evacuee stayed 
at motels at company expense. 


the danger of an expkMion caus­ 
ed by a stray spark. 


And sheriffs deputies and 
slate police patrolled the area 
to prevent looting of the darken­ 
ed, evacuated homes.
